Farm ing as an occupation for women 
may not sound attractive to ladies of 
culture and refinement, but it has been 
demonstrated by three young women in 
Illinois that it is both a lucrative aud 
enjoyable business for the gentler sex, 
aud also that they need not lose their 
taste for the finer things of life in this 
humble employment. They believe that 
wom an can properly manage any busi­ 
ness if she is trained for it aud w ill 
closely observe all the details aud at­ 
tend to it herself. Experience has taught 
them that agents were not a success, as , 
they very soon began to trade on the 
supposed incapability of women as busi- ( 
ness managers and tried to deceive them 
by charging for work which was never 
done. 
Their farms, which aggregate 
4,200 acres, were inherited from their 
father, John D. G illett, a w ell known ' 
man in Illinois, who owned 
11,000 
acres in Logan county at the tim e of 
his death, nine years ago. 
The young 
women are practical agriculturists, hav­ 
ing picked up much of their knowledge 
going over the farms with their father, 
and yet they are finely educated, sjH-ak 
French, and have a taste for art, liter­ 
ature and music. 
They devoted their entire tim e to the 
farms for the first few vt ars after they 
assumed the management, aud now th ) 
land yields tw ice as much as it did ut 
the tim e of their father’s death. 
Corn j 
is their principal product, and the av 
erage yield is 60 bushels an acre. Tiny’ 
have drained a lake of 400 acres by d ig­ 
ging a ditch a m ile and a half long. 
Tile farms are divided into sm all sec­ 
tions, which are tilled by tenants with t 
whom they divide tile crops. 
These 
women ride 30 and 40 m iles a day on 
their tours of inspection, which are not 
at stated times, so the tenants have no 
way of knowing when they are coming. 
Miss K ina G illett says there is no work 
she would prefer to farm ing aud thinks 
a woman who has a knowledge of the 
subject and some experience is just as 
good a farmer as a man. 
Miss Am y is 
quite as much in love with tile bnsiuess, 
and, w hile they believe in all the sci­ 
ence which can be applied to agricul­ 
ture, they rarely indulge iii experi­ 
ments, but trust to the agricultural ex ­ 
periment stations to enlighten them as 
to what m ay or may not be done w ith 
la n d — Chicago Tim es-Hera Id.
